Ee acknowledged knowing the 701 was desire 
contacting bis on tbo previous day, but stated ho 
contact tbo 70S in the presence of bis attorney. Reynold 
was advised tbo FDI desired for bin to cake available an 
all information ho had in bis possession concerning the 
assassination of President John 7. Kennedy, then Eeynol 
hesitated, bis attorney asked if be bad any knowledge of 
Batter, and Reynolds stated be bad opinions but would ra 
not furnish those until the Barren Committee asked hla for 
them. At this point, Fitzgerald requested Reynolds to 
accompany bis froa the room, and they apparently confer? 
about five minutes. Upon returning to tbo room, Reynold 
stated be would Bake available all the inf cr eation in b 
possession concerning this Batter. 

Reynolds prefaced his comments with the statem 
that be has been a long time friend and associate of 
Robert G. Bake r, former Secretary for tbo Uajority, United 
States Senate. So said on January 29, 19C1, on tbo occasion 
off the Inauguration of President Kennedy, bo, Reynolds, spont 
the majority of the day in Baker's offico or in tbo Capitol 
Rotunda. He stated there were many people present in Baker's 
office during the day, including bis wife. Reynolds said 
that during a discussion with Baker on that date, Baker 
stated while referring to the smearing in of Kennedy, words 
to the effect that the s.o.b. Is being sworn in but be will 
never live Ms ten out. He will die a violent death.
